Wa.shington. ,Ian. 31. The Su- 
promt Court of the UiiiU'd .Stales 
yesterday decided the ruse of tiie 
United States vs. Swift & Co., known 
a.s tiu- Reef Trust ease, charging 
conspiracy among the packers to fix 
prices on fresh meats, etc. The 
opinion was handed down by Justice 
Holmes and affirmed the decision of 
the court below, which was against 
the packers. 

In his opinion Justice Holmes dis- 

iBsed at length the various conten- 
tions of the packers and disposed of 
them iiidividually. He admitted 
that some of the chargres were lees 
.specific than desirable, but said this 
wa.s necessarily true on account of 
the vast extent of the Add covered, 
He added that sufficient cause had 
been shown to prove continued of- 
fenses and an oueiuie of such u 
nature a-s to justify tlvwe proceeds

Riuniaa Losses in Week's 
Fighting Put at 1,200 



St. Petersburg, Feb 1. A niewsage 
from Sachich, southeast of Muk- 
den, states that the Jiqianese attack 
on Landeantron was repulsed, the 
Russians following up the reverse as 
the Japanese retired. When 
Mikado's forces attacked they v 
met with an irresistbile rain of 
shrapnel and rifle fire. The message 
adds that in the thousand of cas- 
ualties in the Russian ranks from 
Wednesday to the end of the week 
the percentage of death was very 
small. Three hundred Japanese 
were made prisoners. 

The Jap Claims. 

London, Feb., 1. -^Baron Hay- 
ashij Japanese minister to England, 
has made public a dispatch from 
field Marshal Oyama giving additi- 
onal details cf the flghUng »ouUi- 
east of Mukden. Oyama declares the 
number of Russians corpses left on 
the field since last Wednesday 
not less than 1,200.

In JftTa, aa in most really warm 
eonntriea, it Is customary to rise 
early and to take a cup of tea or 
coffee, together with a biscuit and 
some fmit, immediately on leav 
ing one's bed. This is followed by 
.\ more suIiHlantial brciikfasl ; but 
(hi. lirst really serious meal i>i 
served at half-past 12 o'tih.rk, and 
is the equivalent of the French 
dejeuner a la fourchette*' or the 
.\ngIo-lndian tiffin. This meal is 
railed rice table— "rystafel"— 
from the principal dish, a very 
elaborate curry. In the prepara 
tiou of which the Malay cooks arv 
especially skilful. 

The peculiarity of the rice table 
< onsists in the number and va- 
I iety of dishes presented. From 
these dishes the guest has to se 
lect the materials which, together 
with the rice upon the soup plate 
before him, are to constitute his 
curry. It is also as well to know 
beforehand that one is not re 
quired to Inneh sAlely on curry, 
but that the rloe table ia succeeded 
by courses of ordinary luncheon 
dishes. It is a case therefore of 
"embarras de richesses." 

The second danger is tJiat of 
making up one's curry "not wisely, 
but too well,'" and leaving neither 
apiK'tite nor eapacity for the 
beefsteak or for any of the other 
solid dishes which, Hubnequently 
j ap{K"ar, and which under these 
circumstances only produce a feel- 
ing of mingled horror and con- 
sternation. It is then that one 
suddenly realises that the rice ta- 
ble is merely a sort of tremendous 
"hors d'onevre." 

There are two dangers to be 
avoided. In the first place, it ii 
quite possible, in spite of the nnm 
ber of the dishes presented singly, 
to .'^ay nothing of an octagonal 
tray containing a separate chut 
uey in each of its nine compart 
inents, to get no lunch at all. For 
nothing is easier than, after say 
iog "nein" to a succession of friv- 
olous compounds, to dismiss the 
one solid and palatable dish capa 
ble of sustaining an EngHsbmaa 
until dinner time.

Last week Hon. Win. Lynch, of 
Dawson Springs, sold to an Eastern 
coal company, from Maryland, the 
old Clifton coal property at Man- 
nington, Ky., on the L. & N. R. R., 
North of Empire, containing 1 ,000 
acres, for $a5,000. It is said the 
Maryland company holds the prop- 
erty at a valuation of $100,000, and I 
will operate a lar^e coal and coke 
plant at Mannington. 

Mr. L. Haydon. of this city, sold 
this land to Mr. Lynch a few months 
ago. One year ago Mr. Haydon of- 
fered this property to Hopkinsville 
people for $12,000, they refused to 
take it. and lost |23,000 in one year 
by turning it down. 

At the rate coal land is being 
bought in Hopkins and Christian 
counties, it will all be sold thi.s year. 

If the stock offered Hopkinsville 
and Christian county people by the 
Terry Coal Company is not taken by 
the home folks, and a majority of 
the .stock goes to Eastern capitalists, 
the last available coal lands in Chris- 
tian county will bo gone. The wagon 
trade of the county from mines will 
then be shut out, and coal in this 
county will go to fifteen cents per 
bushel and cost the people of Hop- 
kinsville and Christian county $40,- 
000 more money each year than it 
now costs them. It will then be too 
late and the people will be forced to 
pay prices asked for coal.
